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HISTORICAL ADDRESS.

By George F. Baer, Esq.

Mr. Baer, after congratolating the
cotinly on the saceess of the centennial,
proceeded to state some facts connected
with our history. His speech wax nol
written, but at our request he has writtet
out some of the principal historical facts
referred to by him:—

There are no moumds, monuments or
marks of any kind 1o indicate that this
soction of the State was inhabiled prior
to its oecnpation by the Indians. The
Indian tribes, known as the Skhawnees
and Delswnares, were probably the first
occapants, They were not part of the
eonfederacy known ss the Six Nations.
The Delawares were congquered by the
Six Nations; after they sold their lands
to the Penps, they moved westward
across the Sasguehanns.  The Shawnees
ecame from the South, They were in ooi-
stant confliet with the Spanish settlers.
1n 1701 they were admitted into Pennsyl-
vanis by a treaty with the Six Nations
and approved by the Penns. In 1742 at
the great eouncil in Philadelphia, Canas-
satego, who spoke for the Indians, oom-
plained that settlements were being mass |
on lands not sold by the Indians, on the

Juniata and west of it, that they, the Six 1
Nations, had assigned these lauds for |
husting grounds to their eousins, the

Delawares and their brothers, the Shaw-

nees, and that they, the Six Nations,

somnetimes banted there.  The reports of

The most important measure disposed
of by Gov, Hastings last week was the
religious garb bill. The Governer sp
proved the bill and <igned it with a flour-
ish.

In vetoing the Quay connly bill he says
that afler full consideration he has reach
el the conclusion that there s no necessi-
ty for the legislation and to permit the
Lill to beoome 2 lnw would be oppressive
to the tax payers of the proposed new
county. Those who would be  called up-
on to pay the taxes, the governor says,
are almest nnanimoosly  opposed to the
MERSITe,

The Governor also approved the hbill
providing for the permanent improve
ment of certain pubilic roads or highways
in the severnl counties, making sach im-
proved roads and highways and author-
izing _he lovation, opening, straightening,
widening, extension and alteration of the
same, amd the vacation of so mach of any
road as may thereby become unnecessary,
authorizing the taxing of property for
such improvement, and providing for the
eompensation therefor and the damages
resulting from such taking: providing
for the payment of the costs and expenses
incurred in making such lmprovements
and thereafter repairing and maintaining
sald roads, and suthorizing the levy of a
tax to provide a fund for said purposes,

For the establishment of free pablic
libraries in the several school distriets of
the commonwenlth exoept in cities of the
first and second elass,

Creating the office of connty controller
in counties contaluing 150,000 inhabitants
and over, perseribing his daties and abol-
ishing the office of connty suditor in said
counties,

Providing for the payment by the state
treasuirer of one-half of the two per  cent-
um tax on preminms paid by foreign fire
instrance companies to the treasorers of
the several eities and boroaghs,
